Tliloves, Burglars, Opium Flontls ami the 
LoweBt Types of Humanity Infest 
tlio Town. 

Fresno, .July 12,—A fire broke out in 
the bakery of Blanch & Go., on J street, 
this morning,and destroyed half a block 
of brick buildings running south to Mari¬ 
posa street. The loss is $200,000; in¬ 
surance $100,000. 

FURTHER DETAILS. 

Fues.no, July 12.— 1 The lire consumed 
the heart of the business center of Fresno, 
and it was only by a groat offort that a 
repetition of the Seattle disaster was pre¬ 
vented. Tho Fislce block and GriMth’s 
building are a total loss. Following are 
the principal losses:

& Hague, $10,000; Dr. Mauphin, $15,000;

MILITIA OK 1)ERED OUT. 

Fresno, July 12.—Ordors have been 
issued from tho headquarters of this 
brigade, N. G. C., at Stockton, for Com¬ 
panies C and F, N. G. C., located hero, to 
report for duty. Heavy guards patroled 
the streets to-day, in the vicinity of the 
armory, and the' same will be guarded 
day and night until ordered otherwise. 
The number of incendiary fires bore dur¬ 
ing the last week caused great excite¬ 
ment among the citizens here. This 
evening people can be seen here and 
there in groups, standing on the corners, 
in the middle of the streets and in the 
back rooms, some quietly reasoning,others 
talking excitedly. “Vigulnntes” seems be 
on every lip. The town is infested 
with thieves, burglars, opium fiends 
and the very lowest types of humanity. 
Burglaries are alarmingly frequent, La- 
diesQiardly dare go on the streets aloue 
after sunset. Since Sunday last four 
alarms of fird were turned in, threo of 
which occurred at almost exactly the 
same time of night. During last week 
the town lost by fires over $400,000. Two 
of these fires are known to have been of 
Incendiary origin, and one cause not 
known, A year ago a Vigilance Commit¬ 
tee -was organized, broke open the ar¬ 
mory of Companies C and F, armed 
themselves with Government munitions 
of war and rid the town of this same 
class of toughs as are now holding high 
carnival hero. A repetition of tho scenes 
is feared, and that is the reason Com¬ 
panies F and C are ordered on guard 
duty.

nice glass jara at the expense 
of the State Board of Trade, and be on 
exhibition in the rooms of the board as 
well as in its traveling exhibit, “Califor¬ 
nia on 'Wheels,” and will bear the name 
of the producer and locality of its pro¬ 
duction. This request includes samples 
of dried and canned fruits, also nuts; in 
fact, anything that is produced in Cali¬ 
fornia that Is very worthy of exhibition. 
Please do this, and solicit your neighbors 
to do likewise.” 

BREWE RY IN TR OUBLE. 

Seized by Revenue Ofllcors for Non-can¬ 
cellation of Stamps. 

Los Angeles, July 12.—Throe weeks 
ago the foreman of the bottling depart¬ 
ment of tho Philadelphia brewery in this 
city was arrested for non-cancollatlou of 
revenue stamps. This morning the reve¬ 
nue officers seized tho brewery, but tho 
proprietors, Maier & Zobelin, gave bonds 
in $10,000 and the attachment was re¬ 
lieved. A, Tinckuor, foreman of the 
bottling department, is alleged to have 
taken off revenue stamps from kegs be¬ 
fore cancellation by driving the spigot 
through the stamp, as is the cuBtom. It 
is now thought Collector Ellis has mado a 
serious blunder In his proceedings. This 
brewery is the largest in tho State out¬ 
side of San Francisco. 

I’rloo of Hop-plcklng, 

Santa Rosa, Cal., July 18.—At a meet¬ 
ing of tho Sonoma County Hop-growers’ 
Association to-day, it was resolved to pay 
$10 por 100 pounds for plckiug white, 
and $1.25 for rod hops. Tho mooting 
was attendod by owners of nearly half 
the hops in the couuty.

San Francisco, July 18.—Morris] 
"Welch, supposed to be “Simonds," has 
explained his movements shico last Janu¬ 
ary, and says he has not been in Chicago 
for two years. IIo- also states that his 
photograph was shown by Luke Dillon to 
the police to throw them oil the scent of 
the real “Simonds.”

Fresno, July 18.—Mrs. Judge Terry's 
lecture tour, under the management of 
Charles F. Riggs, of this city, will uot bo 
commenced until about tho 1st of August. 
The delay is duo to tho fact that Mrs. 
Terry hns some legal matters that de¬ 
mand her attention before she can pro- 
coed on her tour. 

Rapid Flight of Pigeons. 

Buffalo, N. Y., July 18.—The Amer¬ 
ican Jlomlug Pigeon Club, of this city, 
liberated six birds in Detroit at 10:28, 
75th meridian time, yesterday morning. 
The first two birds readied here at 2:40 
p. m., and tho third bird at 8:55. The 
distance flown was 225 miles. 

The Interstate Commerce Inquiry. 

Washington, July 18,—The Senate 
Committee on Interstate Commerce, 


which has been conducting hearings in 
various cities of the country, was hero to¬ 
day. Among the prominent witnesses 
before tho "Senators were W. C, Goudy, 
chief counsel for the Northwestern road, 
and E. T. Jeffrey, General Manager of 
tho Illinois Central, Both these gentle¬ 
men gave it as their opinion that Can¬ 
adian roads doing business in this coun¬ 
try should be brought uuder the opera¬ 
tions of the interstate law. 

A LOS A NGELES S ENSATION. 

Alleged Rohhery Under Peculiar Cir¬ 
cumstances. 

Los Angeles, July 13.—The examina¬ 
tion of Mrs, Harris, on a charge of rob¬ 
bing Mrs, George Miller, of Kansas City,of 
$2,000 worth of diamonds on the Gtli inst,, 
took place to-day, and some sensational 
testimony was developed. Mrs. Miller 
is the wife of a prominent real estate 
owner and is a motherly-looking woman 
50 years of ago. 'When called to the 
stand she testified that she became ac¬ 
quainted with Frank Harris mid wife at 
her boarding-house; that on the day of 
tho robbery Mrs. Harris brought her a 
number of diBhes which she liad cooked 
herself. Among the number was a 
Spanish stew. Soon after Harris called on 
Airs, Miller, and uBkcd her to meet him 
at the Hotel Ramona the same afternoon. 
This she did, and they took a room to¬ 
gether. At this point of the testimony 
witness broke down and wept, and said 
she could offer no explanation of het 
conduct, unless it was that she had been 
drugged. While in the room a rap was 
hoard at the door, and Mrs. Harris en¬ 
tered, having a pistol in her hand. Wit¬ 
ness sprang from the bed, but Mrs. Har¬ 
ris threatened to kill hor unless she gave 
her (Mrs. Harris) $2,500. In 
lieu of money Mrs. Miller 
gave her her diamonds, and Harris 
helped draw up an agreement wherein 
Mrs. Sillier transferred a lot ou Boyle 
Heights to Sirs. Harris, the woman’s 
husband thereupon agreeing not to make 
the case known. 


FRUIT LITIGATION. 

A California Company Seeks an Injunc¬ 
tion Against, a Chicago Firm. 

Chicago, July 15.—The Earl Fruit 
Company, of California, this morning 
commenced suit for an injunction in the 
United Statos Circuit Court against the 
Adams & Lewis Auction Company of this 
city. The fruit company sends its fruit, 
valued at $300,000 yearly, to a Chicago 
market, made by means of public auc¬ 
tion, which defendants and others carry 
on yet; and notwithstanding the fact that 
nearly all the plaintiff’s suits are con¬ 
signed to it, defendant refuses to permit 
plaintiff’s agent to attend the sales. When 
their agent, M. Frey, goes to tho place lie 
is forcibly ejected, This, it is alleged, is 
because a rival fruit growiug company is 
backing the auction company. An in¬ 
junction is expected restraining the auc¬ 
tion company from ejecting Frey at the 
time of public sale. 

CHARGED WITH CONTEMPT. 

Tho Denver Republican People Brought 
Into Court. 

Denver, July 15.—This afternoon 
papers -were served upon ex-Seuator Hill, 
owner of tho Denver Republican, K, G. 
Cooper, its manager, and William R 
Stapleton, managing editor, citing them 
to appear before Judge Stuart, of tho 
District Court, on Wednesday morning, 
to answer a charge of contempt. The 
offeuse is claimed to be in the pub¬ 
lication of certain editorials in tho 
Republican, which reflect, upon the ac¬ 
tion of Judge Stuart in issuing a writ of 
habeas corpus for the release of Deputy 
Secretary of State Wyatt, who had been 
sentenced to ten days’ imprisonment by 
Judge Stone, of tho Criminal Court, for 
contempt before him. Wyatt made the 
aflidavit on which tho papers for the ar¬ 
rest of Messr3.Hill, Cooperand Stapleton 
were issued. 

SEATTLE ALL RIGHT. 

Being Rebuilt ns Fast as Money niul Mon 
Cun Do it. 

Seattle, July 13.— The citizens of Se¬ 
attle, by J.R. Lewis, Chairman of tho 
Relief Committee, have issued an ad¬ 
dress through tho Associated Press, in 
which they return thanks for the sympa¬ 
thy and material aid tendered them by 
! the people of tho country since the late 
disastrous conflagration, The address 
states that the city is being rebuilt as last 
as money and men can do it, Further¬ 
more that tho Relief Committee has thus 
far been enabled, by the liberal contri¬ 
butions received, to afford ample relief 
to all meritorious cases coming to their 
knowledge. 

THE GREEN-EYED MONSTER, 

An Agort IIiiRlmnd Shoots His Young 
IViTo ami Then Suicides, 

Boston, July 18.—This afternoon Dr. 
William White, aged 75, shot and se¬ 
riously wounded his wife, Ellen, aged 25, 
and then suicided.

They bad been married about two 
years, and of late have lived unhappily, 
Whito being very jealous of his wife, 
His jealousy "finally terminated in to-day’s 
tragedy. _______ 

Advices from Samoa. 

Washington, July 18.— The Navy De¬ 
partment is advised that all gun carriages 
of the Trenton and Yaudalia, wrecked at 
Samoa, have been recovered and packed 
at Apia except a nineteen-inch gun be¬ 
longing to the latter. Nothing is left on 
the other ship of real value except ma¬ 
chinery. Admiral Kimberly reports, un¬ 
der date of June 1, from Apia, that 
although tho natives are hard pressed for 
food they have commenced planting, and 
as food fruits will soon be ripe the danger 
of famine has passed. 

' nival from Alaska. 

Victoria, July 18.— The steamship 
Corona, Captain Carroll, from Alaska, ar¬ 
rived this evening. The Captain reports 
gold mining on Douglass island by pros¬ 
pectors, A number of quartz mills are 
now in operation. Ho also reports the 
first good weather in that locality for 
many years. Among tho Corona’s pas¬ 
sengers from Alaska are General Russell 
Alger and family, ex-Senator Platt, Mrs. 
Platt and others. 

Water Rights in Court. 

Los Angeles, July 18.—A suit which 
threatens to throw tho water supply of a 
great amount of land in the vicinity of 
Pomona into the courts began to-day, 
entitled Pomona Land and Water Com¬ 
pany against James Lovey and others. 


THE RAILROADS. 


Meeting’ of the Interstate Com¬ 
merce Committee. 

OPPOSITION TO ALL TRUSTS. 

The Chicago Board of Trade Cassc a Ripple 
of Surprise During Yesterday’s 

Deliberations. ' 


Chicago, July 15.—The Senate Inter¬ 
state Commerce Committee resumed its 
hearings here to day. Secretary Stone, 
of tho Board of Trade, read a report on 
the questions submitted by the commit¬ 
tee. This report thought that the Cana¬ 
dian transportation lines in the United 
States affected favorably the commercial 
interests of this country. The Board of 
Trade Committee also suggested addi¬ 
tional legislation, to make it “unlawful 
for railroad companies to combine for 
the formation of railway associations like 
tho Trunk lines, Central Traffic, 
Southwestern, Interstate Commerce 
Railway Association, etc,, or railway 
trusts of any description. I believe 
they destroy competition and evade the 
laws.” This statement appeared to come 
unexpectedly to tho Senate Committee, 
and created somewhat of a sensation. 
They immediately abandoned temporarily 
the relations with Canada to develop the 
Board of Trade idea of traffic associations 
and poolB, Senator Hiscock said this 
was an important question, and that the 
attitude of the board was a surprise, as 
in other points where the committee had 
held hearings tho consensus of public 
opinion had been that these associations 
are only solutions of the present compli¬ 
cations. He asked whether the 
denunciative sentences in the report 
were in the nature of a deliberate 
opinion, or merely rhetorical. The com¬ 
mittee 'evidently did not anticipate the 
turn affairs had taken, and s evaded an 
immediate answer on the ground that 
they did not understand that they were 
present to consider the question of pools. 
Individuals of the Board of Trade Com¬ 
mittee, on being questioned, however, 
expressed strong opposition to the traffic 
arrangement, off the ground,that they 
prevented^ free competition. The com¬ 
mittee finished the hearing, and with the 
exception of Senator Cnllom, left for the 
East this evening. 

SEEKI NG STAT EHOOD, 

Continued Proceedings of the Constitu¬ 
tional Conventions. 

Sioux Falls, S. Dak., July 15—The 
only feature of the business of the Con¬ 
stitutional Convention was the adoption 
of a resolution calling upon the standing 
committees to report with as much dis¬ 
patch as possible, in order that the en¬ 
rolling and engrossing clerks may begin 
their work, The committee are wrestling 
with the Australian ballot system, and it 
is understood they will recommend its 
adoption. 

NORTH DAKOTA. 

Bismarck, July 15.—In the Constitu¬ 
tional Convention to-day a resolution was 
introduced providing that the Legislature 
of the State shall consist of a single body 
of not less than 100. The proposition 
will come up for discussion later on. 1 A 
measure was introduced providing for 
the taxation of mortgages, and making 
such taxation a lien on the property and 
security. If paid by the security it ig 
added to the debt, but if paid by the 
owner of the property, it becobies part 
liquidation. 

WASHINGTON. 

Olympia, July 15.—The report of the 
Judiciary Committee was not made in 
the Constitutional Convention to-day. It 
is expected and understood, however, that 
it willreeommend three or five Judges on 
the Supremo Bench, and eighteen Dis¬ 
trict Judges. Among the propositions 
introduced was one that no armed body 
of men shall be brought into the State 
for any purpose whatever. This is aimed 
at detective police agencies, A long 
discussion took place over the 
resolution of Saturday, asking 
for information in regard to tho tide land 
question. It was finally defeated, which 
indicates a feeling in favor of selling the 
tide laud. The Judiciary Committee re¬ 
ported in favor of submitting at the same 
time separate propositions for amend¬ 
ments to the constitution. The Com¬ 
mittee on Legislation has almost com¬ 
pleted its report. It decides adversely 
to the minority representation scheme, 
and recommends that the House be twice 
the size of the Senate, the latter to con¬ 
tain fifty members. 

MONTANA. 

Helena, July 15,—The matter of uni¬ 
versal suffrage was sprung upon tho Con- 
■ Btitutional Convention by the introduction 
of a petition signed by citizens of eight 
or ten small towns in various parts of the 
Territory, The members on their return 
from Great Falls found a small printed 
circular headed “Universal Suffrage; 
Reasons Why Women Should Vote,” 
posted on every desk. The proposition 
relating to the compulsory education of 
children between the ages of 8 and 14 
was recommended adversely by the 
committee. The Committee on La¬ 
bor ask for further time 
to consider the proposition relating to 
Chinese labor and kindred subjects. R. 
C, Wylie, District Secretary of the Na¬ 
tional Reform Association, presented a 
proposition in regard to the moral prin¬ 
ciples in civil government, in which he 
urged the recognition of a Supreme 
Being and an acknowledgement that the 
source of all authority in government 
comes from God. The committee sub¬ 
mitted a proposition for the establish’ 
ment of a bureau of labor. A resolution' 
was introduced providing for a State Ex¬ 
aminer to be appointed to investigate 
the accounts of all officials at least once a 
year. ___ ^ 

COMPETENC Y ■* AND E FFICIENCY. 

Tenure of Ofllce of Employes of tho 
Indian Offlco, 

Washington, July 15—Commissioner 
of Indian Affairs Morgan has issued a 
circular letter to agents of the Indian of 
flee, informing them that employes in 
the Indian service will he hereafter ap¬ 
pointed with the distinct understanding 
that they are thoroughly competent to fill 
the positions for which they are nom- 
| inated, and that they will be zealous and 
faithful in the performance of their 


duties; that their tenure of office is per¬ 
manent so long as they remain compe¬ 
tent and efficient, and the Indian office 
reserves the right to remove them at dis¬ 
cretion. , 

Boggs and. the Cronin Case. 

Chicago, July 15.—A somewhat sensa¬ 
tional move was made in the Cronin case 
to-day. John F. Beggs, the imprisoned 
Senior Guardian of Camp 20, Clan-na- 
Gael, filed a new petition for a writ of 
habeas corpus, giving as a reason why he 
should be set at liberty that he had been 
jailed and indicted solely in the hope 
that he would thus be forced to turn 
State’s evidence. The testimony ex¬ 
pected of him, he alleges, has no founda¬ 
tion in fact. Judge Horton will hear ar¬ 
guments on the petition to-morrow. 

International Socialist Congress. 

Paris, June 15.—-The International 
Socialist Congress opened in Paris to¬ 
day. There are present 188 French and 
189 foreign delegates. Of the latter, 
eighty-two are Germans, and include 
eleven members of the German Reich¬ 
stag, Leibkuecht, who is one of the 
Reichstag representation, addressed the 
congress. He declared that working 
Germany and working France were 
united in this congress, It was not a 
theoretic union) Ou the contrary, it 
would result in an alliance which could 
exercise an influence throughout the en¬ 
tire world. 

Field Fire Near Merced. 

Merced, July 15—A fire yesterday, 
west of Merced, started on the farm of 
M. Landers, burning the stubble and 
fences, and extending to John Kline’s, 
Vaughn’s, Gaton’s and other farms, de¬ 
stroying the stubble and dry feed, and 
on to Saunder’s farm, up near the creek, 
to the Goldman farm, where it was sub¬ 
dued in that direction. Saunder’s loss is 
heavy on pasturage. All the other men¬ 
tioned lost a few hundred dollars in value 
each. The fire started, probably, from 
matches dropped by laborers. 

Arrests In Connection With tlio Slilllvan- 
Kilraln Fight. 

Purvis, Miss,, July 15.—C. W. Rich 
and J, T, Jamieson were arrested last 
night and brought here on warrants 
charging them with aiding and abetting 
the Sullivan-Kilrain fight, They were 
placed under bonds for appearance at 
the next term of the Circuit Court,. John 
Fitzpatrick, the referee, liaB also been; 
arrested, and will be tried next Thurs¬ 
day. It is reported that Governor Lowry 
is after some of tho railroad officials. 

An Irrigation Problem, 

San Francisco, July 15—The com¬ 
mittee appointed by the State Board of 

Trade to collect data regarding the irri¬ 
gating problem in this State met this 
morning in the rooms of the board on 
Market street, M. M. Estee, of Napa, 
presiding. Reports by persons especially 
employed to look into the subject of. 
desert lands were read. These reports 
will be submitted to the United StateB 
Senatorial Committee on Arid Lands. 
_ 

Killed by a Desperado. 

Omaha, Neb,, July 15.—A farmer 
named William Barrett,, living near 
Aurora, was shot and killed- last night by 
a desperado named Henry Thornhill,’ 
who had been on intimate terms with 
Mb wife, Barrett returned from town 
yesterday and found the couple moving 
out the household furniture, and when 
he resisted Thornhill killed him with a 
Bhotgun. Thornhill is in jail. 

Emperor William’s Movements. 

London, July 15—The German squad¬ 
ron escorting Emperor William will ar¬ 
rive at Dover on August 1, and proceed 
the next day to the Isle of Wright, The. 
Emperor will remain with the Queen at 
Osborne until August 7. On the 8th he 
will review the troops at Aldershot. 

Killed in Jail by Vigilantes. 

Spring view, Neb,, July 15.—A com¬ 
mittee of vigilantes, numbering several 
hundred, broke into the jail here at mid¬ 
night last night, and shot to death H, A. 
Maupin, Maupin was charged with be¬ 
ing a cattle-thief, There was no one on 1 
guard at the time of the shooting. 

Accidentally Killed. 

Cheyenne, Wy. T,, July 15.—Ilans 
Nicolai, a broncho rider at the horse 
ranch of Hon. H. L. Kuykendale, was ac¬ 
cidently killed by his employer this 
morning. They were firing at a mark 
with a rifle. Kuykendale is prostrated 
with grief. _

Credit Bill Approved, 

Paris, July 15,—The Chamber of Dep¬ 
uties, by a vote of 401 to 12, to-day ap¬ 
proved the bill providing for a credit of 
58,000,000. francs, spread over five years, 
for 'the building of war ships. 

Dined With tho Queen. 

London, July 15,—Mr. Lincoln, the 
United States Minister, and his wife, and 
Russell B, Harrison, son of Presi¬ 
dent Harrison, dined with the Queen at 
Windsor to-night.

BAD STATE OF AFFAIRS, 

Result of an Investigation Into the Viti- 
cultural Industries. 

San Francisco, July 15. — Inquiry 
among the wine dealers and those inter¬ 
ested in the viticultural industries of our 
State reveals a bad state of affairs in the 
wine and grape industry. Large areas of 
vines have recently come I into bearing, 
and the supply of wine now field in 
storage is very large. As a result prices 
are low, The opinion of the State Viti¬ 
cultural Association is embodied iu the 
following remarks by Charles J. Wet- 
more, Secretary and manager of the com¬ 
mission: “More capital is necessary, more 
wineries aud more casks are wanted ; large 
warehouses should be built, with facili¬ 
ties for ageing wines, The surplus 
grapes should be converted into brandy, 
which is a staple article, Under present 
circumstances a large part of the wine 
grapes should be dried. It iB essential 
that the brands should be established, 
and this is hardly possible unless our 
wine is bottled by the grower.” Another 
point of some importance is: “A central 
depot, situated in New York, from which 
producers could market their goods, 
■would be of material advantage in open¬ 
ing up new markets.” L. J. Rose, of Los 
Angeles, said the depression is due to 
overproduction and poor work in wine¬ 
making. 

DISAST ROUS FA ILURE. 

Result of nn Attempt to Form a Wheat 
Trust. 

San Francisco, July 15.—The latest 
reports from Sydney show the recent at¬ 
tempts of New Zealand farmers to con¬ 
trol the wheat markets of New South 
Wales and Queensland to have resulted 
in a disastrous failure, and caused the 
market to be glutted with California 
wheat and a general decline in prices. 
Up to the present time about 12,000 tons 
of wheat and 3,000 tons of fiour have 
been shipped to the colonies from Cal¬ 
ifornia,

OKLAHOMA AGAIN. 

Determination to Hold an Elec¬ 
tion Adhered to. 

MILITARY PROCLAMATION ISSUE!* 


Alleged Malfeasance in Office nud ,Salary 
Grabbing—The Troops to Maintain 
tho Peace. 

Oklahoma City, Ind. T., July 15.— 
The kickers against the present city gov¬ 
ernment adhere to their determination to 
hold an election to-morrow for a new city 
charter, and allege malfeasance in office, 
salary grabbing, etc,, against the present 
city administration. Fourteen dollars 
was formerly the fee for a deed to prop¬ 
erty, $10 of which went to the Seminole 
Land Site Company of Kansas. Four 
dollars and a half is now the fee, aud the 
opposition claims that this is extortionate, 
and the authorities refuse to account for 
the money received. The charter to be 
submitted to-morrow calls for a new city 
election. On July 2 tlie Mayor issued 
an order forbidding any election for a 
charter to-morrow. Those attempting to 
vote will be immediately arrested. The 
city Authorities will be backed by tbe 
military, which, hy the following proc¬ 
lamation, issued to-day, recogulzes the 
Oklahoma City administration as the legal 
city government:

To Commanding Officer of Troops at Ok¬ 
lahoma: 

Sir : The commanding General directs 
that in any matter of violence directed 
against the city government of Okla¬ 
homa, with a view of its overthrow, you 
will use the troops in the maintenance 
of peace. This order applies to any dis¬ 
order growing o.ut of the efforts of tlie 
civil authorities of Oklahoma to suppress 
measures tending to the ; destruction of 
the city government. Very respectfully, 
Efim Swift, Aid de Camp. 

By order of Lieutenant-Colonel Snyder. 

General Merritt, who was called here 
by Colonel Snyder, has been in consulta¬ 
tion with the officers here.

ANGRY ELEMENTS.

It looks very much as though the En¬ 
glish people, having failed to whip this 
country at several times lu our history, 
have concluded to purchase a groat por¬ 
tion of it, as much perhaps, as they lost by j 
our devolution. This they might now do, 
•without our feeling the loss in a money 
sense. A syndicate of English capital¬ 
ists, at tho end of several months of 
negotiation, liaVo purchased the great 
Otis Iron and Steel Company’s plant at 
Cleveland, 0,, for which they paid 
$4,500,000. While tho English are at 
work purchasing tho United States, the 
Irish appear to bo at work to purchase 
Lower California. On the 4th day of 
July, at the Grand Pacific Hotel, in Chi¬ 
cago, a large number of prominent men, 
usually termed Irish-Am Orleans, held a 
meeting and uanimously decided to ac¬ 
cept a plan formulated by "William 
T. Griftln to advance the inter¬ 
ests of Ireland and tho Irish race 
by establishing an Irlsli-Ameiican Re¬ 
public. Among other regions discussed, 
tho purchase of Lower California appears 
to have been the section deemed most 
desirable. An area large enough to sup¬ 
port a population of from one to ton 
millions of people is tho estimate made 
by these founders of a new Government. 
The great tide of Irish immigration to 
this country is to he diverted to the new 
Republic. Tho financial plans are in part 
divulged; at any rate under the pro¬ 
gramme an army and navy aro to be or¬ 
ganized, the resources of tho country 
are to be developed, and a Republic es¬ 
tablished. "What is to become of the lit- 
tlo insignificant 05,000,000 of citizens of 
tho United States and Lower California, 
does not appear.

KEFUBLIC AN MAJ ORITIES, 

The hare majorities of tho Republic¬ 
ans in the Senate and House is a very in¬ 
teresting matter of which to think, Of 
tho four uow States soon to bo repre¬ 
sented by full-fledged Representatives on 
the floor of both Senate and House, one 
(Montana) Is Democratic by a small ma¬ 
jority. But Montana will be a Repub¬ 
lican State. People from tho South, 
with a "warm or mild climate, do uot 
readily go into tho North with a differ¬ 
ent and colder climate. People from tho 
North, however, readily go into tho 
South and a milder climate. Isothermal 
lines and isothermal zones are always to 
be regarded in estimates of the future. 
In a climate like this in which we live 
the estimate must be less definite, for tho 
reason that here the Northman comes to 
escape cold and tho Soutlnnnn comes to 
escapo heat, and therefore prognostica¬ 
tions of a future political status is not so 
certain. 

Taking Minnesota for instance. Out 
of 211,114 inhabitants born in other 
States, 8,857 came from the border South¬ 
ern States aud 2,089 from tho States of 
tho further South, In round numbers 
11,000 only camo from tho on tiro South, 
On tho other hand, 19,000 came from 
Maine and Massachusetts, 15,000 from 
Pennsylvania alone and 190,000 from 
States north of tho Ohio and Potomac. 
In tho old times the Republicans had to 
scour the county of. San Diego to And 
Republicans to accept oflice under Re¬ 
publican administrations. I'lio fact that 
wo now have a pronounced Republican 
majority indicates that our largest im¬ 
migration 1ms been from the Northern 
States. As a rule, people from the South, 
are Democrats, when they cast a vote, 
however they may feel between elec¬ 
tions. 

The scanty majority of two in the Sen¬ 
ate, and five in the House, should not he 
imperiled if Republicans can help it. 
The great progress secured under twenty- 
five years of Republican National con¬ 
trol, should not hang dependent upon so 
small a majority. The probabilities are 
that the four new States will be as rolia- 
bly secure to the Republican parly ns 
Oregon eventually has become, but bore 
in California we must be ou the alert, 
for wo cannot apply tho same rule 
ns that by which with some degree of 
confidence we apply to our States loss 
generous in their climatic conditions. 
The mean temperature of many parts of 
this State contributes largely to uncer¬ 
tainty, in political futures, but tho indi¬ 
cations are in favor of, rather than 
aagainst, increased Republican major¬ 
ities. In tho meantime w r e should hold 
on with patriotic tenacity to the present 
Republican majorities of Southern Cali¬ 
fornia, and seo to it that we have a Re¬ 
publican Senator at the next election, to 
succeed Senator Henrst. 


WISE ACTION, 

General Grant once said that we might 
always rely upon tho Democrats doing 
something foolish at the right time for 
tho good of the country. Democrats 
may not in confidence look to Republic¬ 
ans to do foolish things at any time. 
The Union is in accord with the county 
committee in' the work of yesterday,. 
The resolution “That we bolieYe that 
the ’ federal offices should go to the 
competent men who wore active workers 
for tho Republican party of this county," 
is sound party doctrine. Tho committee, 
in the resolution, expresses the senti¬ 
ment of every active Republican who 
is for his party over and above 
individual and selfish interest. 
Declining to make a precedent of usurp¬ 
ing the powers which only properly be¬ 
longs to the people in convention assem¬ 
bled was wise, and to be expected of rep¬ 
resentatives of the party in this progres¬ 
sive county with its splendid solid 1,000 
Republican majority. In every action 
looking towards the preservation of that 
majority, and of urging upon our con¬ 
ventions such actionas will inure to bet¬ 
ter party discipliue should receive the 
approval of overy sound straight out Re¬ 
publican. We congratulate the commit¬ 
tee and the party on the unanimity of 
their resolutions, The broad grin upon 
the face of Democrats who hoped for a 
family row in Republican councils has 
disappeared, and the attitude of the two 
Democrats who hoped to secure direct 
henoflts in it will at once revert to the 
role of the martyr, 

OUIt TRADE RELATIONS. 

It sounds strange, indeed, but it is 
nevertheless true, that there are Demo¬ 
cratic newspapers which fail to seo any 
possibilities of benefit to the United 
States to he derived from the conference 
of representatives of tho nations of this 
continent, which is to convene in Wash¬ 
ington iu Octobor next. Tho United 
States has taken the initiative in this 
matter, and it was supposed that from no 
; responsible or intelligent quarter objec¬ 
tions would, or could, bo made, The 
object is certainly commendable, and the 
results sought after will prove beneficial 
to tlie trade interests of the Unitod 
States, and, we believe, to our neighbors 
of the south. 

If measures can bo suggested, and 
means devised, by which closer commer¬ 
cial relations between tho United States 
and these countries can be secured, and 
trade between one and the other of them 
advanced, it is clearly beneficial to all, 

The freo traders can take no comfort 
In this step, Their ideas of barter have 
no place in the programme. The 
“swapping" process does not hold in our 
trade with tho South and Central Ameri¬ 
can States. We buy largely of them flow, 
but sell, iu comparison with other conn 
tries, very little. New York, New 
Orleans, San Diego and San Frnucisco 
can be made to be clearing-houses fer 
tliis trade with greater benefit to the mer¬ 


chants and people of tho Unitod States 
than Liverpool, London aud Hamburg. 
By direct aiul easy communication with 
tho countries which have signified their 
purpose to bo present at the conference, 
over lines which can successfully com¬ 
pete witli those of the outside world, the 
goods from Amoricftnlfipindlos and fur¬ 
naces can be supplied to them. The 
present tariff does not keep the South 
American goods out of tho markets of 
the United States. 

The anticipated measures of re¬ 
ciprocity, increased facilities of com¬ 
munication, and a modification of 
tlie tariff, if required in any particular, 
will place us on equal terms with 
European countries. Being on com¬ 
peting grounds with them, tfie products 
of the United States will largely supply 
the vaBt markets, which wo uow r supply 
in a very limited way. Why Demo¬ 
cratic papers can see no benefits to fol¬ 
low the conference and closer commer¬ 
cial relations with our neighbors of the 
south, will not readily be understood, 
and certainly not appreciated by tlie 
merchants, tiie manufacturers and farm¬ 
ers of this country. 


TWO DISTR ICTS SU GGESTED, 

The question will arise after the cen¬ 
sus of noxt year as to whether the Con¬ 
gress will bo increased in numbers, or 
whether the present number of Repre¬ 
sentatives will be continued, and less of 
local representation given to the people. 
That is the best representation which is 
closest to the people. Local wants are 
best understood by local representatives 
and the nearer you get to the people the 
better. 

Anything like rival and conflicting in¬ 
terests should have, if possible, distinct 
sepreseutatiou. However generous aud 
friendly that rivalry may be, tho rule 
nevertheless holds good. In the wards 
of cities, the districts of counties, or sec¬ 
tions in congressional districts, the rule 
applies. Under the next apportionment 
we are inclined to the opinion that 
tlie number of Representatives will 
be increased somewhat if the 
present ratio of. representa¬ 
tion is uot continued. It has been sug¬ 
gested, this being the case, that it would 
be well, if indeed not imperative, 
that our flourishing neighbor, Los' 
Angeles, should be in one district 
aud this city be placed in an¬ 
other district. Tlie districts can 
and will be formed and the prop il¬ 
lation will prove to be equal to tfiat of 
two districts under the next census.' We 
should bo glad to hear the question dis¬ 
cussed by the press and people of this 
district. ’ 

MR. BLAI NE NOT TO RESIGN. 

Mr. Blaine denies to a representative 
of the Associated Press the story sent out 
from Washington that he is about to re¬ 
sign. The rumor was the occasion of ex¬ 
tended discussion throughout the coun¬ 
try and in this city, in which he has so 
many admirers and devoted friends. 

Tlie expressions of universal regret at 
the fear of Jiis withdrawal from the 
.service of liis country is the greatest 
compliment possible to be paid to a pub¬ 
lic servant aud leader. In this expres¬ 
sion towards Mr, Blaine Democrats as 
well as Republicans joined. There is a 
feeling of confidence iu having him at 
the head of the State Department rarely 
equaled in the history of the Govern¬ 
ment, There are many matters of great 
interest to tlie present and future welfare 
of tlie country, in which the initial steps 
have been taken by Mr. Blaine, and 
which no one bo well as he can carry out 
to successful issues. The news is wel¬ 
come, not only in a party sense, but to the 
business men of all parties; to the great 
body of Americans who desire to see the 
rights of our citizens abroad more care¬ 
fully looked after and the trade of this 
country carried into countries which are 
lost to us now. .

toba, It was a splendid sight to see 
them .and to look upon the old buffalo, 
strong, and proud, aud protecting, move 
among the herd. It was a sad sight 
to see him, nfter the blizzardB of another 
winter, driven, by the younger and 
stronger bull, but at the end 
of .many fiercely-contested fights, 
iuto retirement upon the rugged bluffs, 
standing apart from the 'herd in which 
he was born, and which he. loved, and 
upon which he, yet standing, helpless, 
looks.

CANADIAN AGGRE8SI0N. 

Judge 'Cooley, of the Interstate Com¬ 
merce Commission, is engaged at St. 
Paul looking into the railways of the 
Northwest, in their relations to each 
other, aud the people of the United States 
with Manitoba, in transportation matters. 
The information to be obtained from tho 
report of the Commission, to be laid be¬ 
fore Congress, will be of a character 
never before reported so fully in an of¬ 
ficial way. 

This report and that of the Senate Com¬ 
mittee on Our Relations with Canada, 
which lately visited this coast, will pre¬ 
sent fully aud intelligently the defects of 
the Interstate law, as well as the benefits 
which.have been derived from Congres¬ 
sional legislation. The rights of the peo¬ 
ple will continue to be championed by 
the able arguments of Senator Cullom. 
The rights, of the railroads will be 
alike ably presented by such cham¬ 
pions as Mr. A. N. Towne, of the South¬ 
ern Pacific; by Mr. Albert Fink, the great 
aud learned arbiter of railroad disputes, 
and second to none; by Mr. John J. Mc¬ 
Cook, of New York, uow a leading di¬ 
rector in the Atchison system, whose 
plan for consolidation of great trunk 
lines in a trust is attracting the attention 
of the railroad management;} of the 
country. 

That it is the province, clearly within 
constitutional inhibition, for Congress to 
legislate on the basis of the interstate 
commerce law, is generally conceded, 
Protection to the people in their inherent 
and indefeasible rights of property under 
the Constitution against monopoly, 
is the first and highest duty of Congress 
in dealing with this subject. To protect 
the railroad system of the United States 
against Canadian or' other foreign ag¬ 
gression, is as clearly tlie duty of Congress. 
Our railroads should have the same 
fostering care of the wise protective 
system of the United States as that given 
to other industries. The clear and com¬ 
prehensive statement of existing candi- 
tions of our transcontinental lines in re¬ 
lation to the subsidized and powerful 
Canadian Pacific railway and steamship 
lines, made by .General Manager Towne, 
of the Southern Pacific, still continues to 
furnish thought for observers, aud will 
carry great weight before a Congress 
committed to protection to American 
interests and industries, 

Commercial dependence in the slight¬ 
est meaua the .subjugation of our com- 
m erce, and second only to political de¬ 
pendence, and to i be avoided, because 
political and commercial independence 
are essential to the welfare and prosper¬ 
ity of this country. A monopoly in the 
carrying trade of. the United States by 
the transcontinental and trunk linos will 
prove • always to be a monstros¬ 
ity. The elements for monopoly 
are complete, uijiicr English control and 
aid, in the Canadian Pacific system. The 
rates of interest are low, Not only the 
material, but the'host of labor, both in 
the construction and the operation of rail¬ 
roads under English control is of a much 
lower grado than 1 in our country. The 
■wise rule of protection—under which 
great benefits have accrued and are ac¬ 
cruing. to our business interests—should 
not be denied to the systems of transpor¬ 
tation when brought iuto active competi¬ 
tion with strong English lines, especially. 
The measures adopted or left unadopted 
in domestic transportation and shipping 
is one matter, ,.Our interstate lines of 
communication have made a net¬ 
work . over-, uthe country, and 
made glad th$.waste' places of the. 
Great West, and i)jy aud through which 
great and unexampled prosperity has 
resulted to our people, and yet it became 
necessary to enact statutes under Na¬ 
tional authority, to check the growing 
system of monopoly and unjust discrim¬ 
inations against individuals, enterprises 
and localities. All this haB been ac¬ 
complished, and. yet our foreign trade de¬ 
clined. Having received the benefits of 
this domestic development, and under¬ 
taken to restrain the corporations from 
undue exactions from the people, it is 
now clearly, we believe, the time to look 
after our foreign trade, and to protect 
our railroads against the aggressions and 
inroads the Canadian Pacific is making j 
upon transcontinental trade by reason of ! 
the advantages set out. Wc appear to be ! 
aiding the foreign competitor, and 
leaving our domestic lines to make 
their own fight and their foreign 
competitor to carry on aggressions 
in its own way into the great 
trade centers of the United States. 
The arguments of Mr. Towne are 
strong and forcible, many of them 
unanswerable, aud the plea made by him 
for justice will not be left unheeded by a 
Congress committed under the pledges 
of Republican faith to protection to 
American labor aud American industries.
